INTRODUCTORY 

. Annual  Reports  which  are  now  presented  are  much  fuller  than 
t i w 1 1 immediate  predecessors  but  fall  short  in  many  respects  of  the 
requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  detailed  in  the  Official 
Memorandum  on  Annual  Reports.  It  is  desired  by  the  Ministry  that 
Annual  Reports  should  provide  information  under  such  headings  as  : 

1.  Natural  and  social  conditions. 

2.  Sanitary  circumstances  including  water,  drainage  and  sewerage, 

closet  accommodation,  scavenging,  sanitary  inspection, 
premises  and  occupations  controlled  by  bye-laws  or  regu- 
lations, schools  etc. 

3.  Food — including  Milk  Supply,  other  foods,  Sale  of  Food  and 

Drugs  Acts. 

4.  Prevalence  and  control  of  infectious  diseases. 

5.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

6.  Sanitary  Administration— including  staff  employed,  hospital 

accommodation  for  infectious  diseases,  bacteriological  work 
etc.  ’ 

7-  Housing.  This  poition  of  the  report  is  to  be  comprised  in  a 

sepai ate  volume  unless  it  is  too  short  to  render  this  worth 
while. 

Some  of  the  matters  mentioned  will  involve  the  repetition  year  by 
year  of  information  which  will  generally  be  already  in  the  possession  of 
members  of  the  Council,  while  portions  of  the  Report  will  deal  with 
matters  eg  scavenging,  sewage  disposal,  water  supply,  etc.,  over  which 
the  Health  Committee  has  no  direct  control. 

Ih  the  present  leports  all  matters  of  immediate  interest  are  dealt  with 
as  fully  as  appears  to  be  necessary  at  the  moment.  It  is  evident  however 
that  111  future  reports  those  matters  which  have  been  omitted  during  the 
past  fom  01  five  years  must  receive  notice  even  at  the  expense  of  re- 
petitions and  increased  size  of  the  volume. 


POPULATION. 

Census  population  (1911),  55,812. 

Estimated  Population  : The  estimates  of  population  used  in  this 
lepoit  are  those  of  the  Registrar  General,  and  for  statistical  purposes 


two  estimates  are  given,  (i)  the  “ death-rate  population,”  57,849  ; and 
(2)  the  “birth-rate  population,”  60,261. 

The  former  excludes  all  non-civilian  males,  whether  serving  at  home 
or  abroad,  and  is  based  mainly  upon  the  rationing  returns  supplied  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food. 

The  latter  includes  all  the  elements  of  the  population  contribut- 
ing to  the  birth  and  marriage  rates,  both  civilian  and  non-civilian 
enlisted  from  this  country,  whether  serving  at  home  or  abroad. 


MARRIAGES 


'hhe  increased  marriage  rate  is  of  importance,  and  at  the  same 
time  is  a factor  eonti ibuting  to  the  housing  difficulty.  It  would  no 
doubt  have  been  higher  had  it  been  possible  for  young  marriageable  people

1 lie  classification  and  numbering'  of  Causes  of  Death  are  tliose  of 
the  Short  List  ’ on  pige  XXV.  of  the  Manual  of  the  International  List 
or  causes  of  Death,  which  has  been  consulted  and  folWed  in  all  cases 


(a)  11  Transferable  Deaths  ” of  residents,  i.e.,  of  persons  resident  in  the 

District  who  have  died  outside  it,  are  included  with  the  other 
deaths  in  columns  2-10.  Transferable  deaths  of  non-residents.,  i.e  , 
of  persons  resident  in  England  and  Wales  who  have  died  in  the 
District,  are  in  like  manner  excluded  from  these  columns.  For  the 

precise  meaning  of  the  term  “transferable”  deaths  see  footnote  to 
Table  I. 

(b)  All  deaths  occurring  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  and  infirm  situated 

within  the  district,  whether  of  residents  or  non-residents,  are  entered 
in  the  last  column  of  Table  III. 

(e)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest 
cases  are  classed  as  “Certified’  ; all  other  deaths  are  regarded  as 
Uncertified.” 

(cl)  Exclusive  of  “ Tuberculous  Meningitis  ” (10),  but  inclusive  of  Cerebro- 
Spinal  Meningitis. 

(e)  Title  19  has  been  used  for  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  at  all 
ages.  (In  the  ‘'Short  List”  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis 
under  2 years  are  included  under  Title  19;  those  at  2 years  and  over 
being  placed  under  Title  28.) 

N.B.  Deaths  of  soldiers  and  sailors  occurring  in  hospitals  and  institutions 
in  the  district  are  excluded  from  the  total  numbei  of  deaths 
registered  in  the  district,  and  such  deaths  are  excluded  from  column 
11  of  Table  III.

Deaths  in  Public  Institutions. — The  proportion  of  deaths  in  public 
institutions  in  Cambridge  readied  its  maximum  in  1909  when  it  was 
32*1  per  cent.  Since  then  it  fell  steadily  to  21*8  per  cent,  in  1915  and 
in  1916  was  177,  in  1917  237,  in  1918  1 7*6,  and  in  1919,  20*3  per  cent. 
The  proportions  for  the  Country  as  a whole  have  been  1907  — 16,  21*04 
per  cent.,  1916,  24*35  and  IQ17,  26*25  Per  cent. 

Infant  and  Child  Mortality. — The  number  of  infant  deaths  was  44 
or  49  per  1,000  births.  As  will  be  seen  below  this  is  the  lowest  infantile 
death-rate  recorded  in  Cambridge  as  now  constituted,  and  is  considerably 
lower  than  any  rate  recorded  in  “old”  Cambridge.

VACCINATION 

The  information  given  below  has  been  kindly  supplied  by  Mr 
Rule,  the  Vaccination  Officer,  and  relates  to  the  Old  Borough  only.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  proportion  of  children  born  who  have  been  success- 
fully vaccinated  has  been  extremely  low  since  the  passing  of  the 
Vaccination  Act  1907. 

An  interesting  side  light  is  thrown  upon  the  conscientiousness  o* 
the  objection  to  vaccination  of  many  parents  by  figures  supplied  by  Dr 
Rouse,  Head  Master  of  the  Perse  Boys’  School.  Candidates  for  free 
places  in  the  School  are  required  to  show  evidence  of  having  been 
vaccinated  before  admission  and  for  several  years  Dr  Rouse  has  made  a 
note  of  the  vaccinal  condition  of  these  boys.  The  proportion  of  un- 
vaccinated is  increasing  and  this  year  (1920)  was  found  to  be  60  per  cent. 
Yet  they  are  all  found  to  agree  readily  with  the  rule. 

The  adult  male  section  of  the  community  is  probably  better 
protected  now  than  it  has  been  for  many  years,  and  those  who  are  least 
protected  from  small  pox  by  vaccination  are  the  infants  and  young 
children  among  whom  the  mortality  from  this  disease  is  generally

The  regulations  of  1915  by  which  provision  was  made  for  the  com- 
pulsory notification  of  Measles  and  German  Measles,  were  rescinded 
during  the  year,  so  that  these  diseases  ceased  to  be  notifiable  as  from  the 
31st  December,  1919.  The  principal  source  of  information  as  to  the 
prevalence  of  Measles  is  now  the  system  of  notification  by  the  Head 
Teachers  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  which  has  been  in  existence 
for  many  years.  This  still  enables  the  Local  Authority  to  continue 
practically  all  the  existing  measures  for  combating  the  mortality  from 
Measles.  Ihese  measures  include — visitation  by  School  Nuises,  the 
domiciliary  nursing  of  selected  cases  by  arrangement  with  the  District 
Nursing  Association,  the  reception  into  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
of  cases  which  required  to  be  removed  011  account  of  special  circumstances, 
and  convalescent  home  treatment  required  in  certain  cases  to  establish 
full  recovery. 

The  number  of  cases  nursed  by  the  District  Nurse  was  26,  and  9 were 
admitted  into  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.

I he  Influenza  Regulations  of  1918  conferring  certain  powers  upon 
Local  Authorities  were  rescinded  in  May  1919,  but  it  appears  to  be  the 
intention  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  re-enact  them  in  a modified  form 
should  occasion  arise. 

It  is  still  the  duty  of  medical  practitioners  to  notify  cases  of  Acute 
Influenzal  Pneumonia  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  'The  Regulations 
relating  to  this  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  March,  1919. 

Small  Pox. — No  cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred  in  Cambridge  since 
1909.  One  Military  case  from  Bishop  Stortford  was  admitted  to  the 
Small  Pox  Huts  on  Good  Friday  and  died  on  Easter  Monday. 

Ophthalmia  of  the  New-hot  11. — This  disease  became  notifiable  on 
Apiil  1st,  1914.  I he  number  of  cases  notified  each  year  since  has  been  :

Malaria. — 17  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  being  re- 
currences of  the  disease  among  men  who  had  contracted  it  while  on 
service  overseas.  So  far  no  indigenous  case  has  been  reported. 

Poliomyelitis. — Two  cases  were  notified  in  1919,  one  in  May  and 
the  other  in  October.  Both  were  males  aged  16^  and  23  years  respect- 
ively, and  both  cases  proved  fatal,  one  on  May  25th  and  the  other  on 
October  24th.  In  neither  case  could  any  connection  with  a previous 
case  be  traced  ; the  first  was  a youth  employed  in  the  town,  while  the 
second  was  an  undergraduate  who  had  symptoms  of  illness  when  he  came 
to  Cambridge. 

Cerehro-Spinal  Fever. — The  only  case  (a  young  lady)  was  notified 
on  April  loth,  and  made  a rapid  and  complete  recovery.  The  diagnosis 
was  confirmed  bacteriologically.  The  examination  of  swabs  from  contacts 
gave  negative  results  in  every  instance. 

Infectious  Diseases  amongst  Troops. — A few  cases  still  continue  to  be 
received  into  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  the  total  for  1919  being  64. 

Cancer. — Under  this  heading  are  grouped  all  deaths  registered  as  due 
to  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Epithelioma  and  Sarcoma. 

The  annual  average  for  years  1893—1902  is  37  or  0-97  per  1000  of 
the  population,  and  for  1903  — 1912  is  46  or  i'05.

Anthrax. — A consignment  of  cheap  imitation  badger  shaving  brushes 
from  Japan  was  found  to  have  been  the  cause  of  several  cases  of  Anthrax 
in  England,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  information  was  received  of 
small  quantities  having  been  placed  on  sale  in  Cambridge.  As  a result  of 
enquiry  it  was  found  that  only  one  brush  had  been  sold  to  an  unknown 
customer.  The  remainder  were  returned  to  the  importer. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  body  primarily  responsible  for  the  care  of  infants  and  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  is  the 
Statutory  Committee  formed  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act, 
1918.  The  Committee  in  its  present  form  was  constituted  in  November, 
1918,  and  consists  of  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
together  with  one  representative  from  each  of  the  following  bodies: — 
Cambs.  County  Insurance  Committee,  Cambridge  Association  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Friendly  Societies  Council,  National 
Council  of  Women,  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital  General  Committee,  and 
two  from  the  Cambs  and  Hunts  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association. 

Cooperating  with  this  Committee  there  are  various  voluntary 
bodies,  viz  : — the  Cambridge  Association  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare, 
the  District  Nursing  Associations,  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  and  Invalid 
Children’s  Aid  Association. 

In  January  1919  the  two  Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  Association 
for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  were  taken  over  by  the  Local  Authority, 
and  on  the  same  date  the  Local  Authority  undertook  to  provide  and  pay 
for  the  medical  attendance  at  the  Consultation  Centres.  The  Voluntary 
Association  is  now  responsible  for  the  work  at  the  Centres  with  the 
exception  of  the  employment  and  payment  of  Health  Visitors  and 
Medical  Attendants. 

Work  of  the  Health  Visitois. — The  Health  Visitors  have  visited  82 
per  cent,  of  the  infants  born  in  1919.  The  figures  given  in  the  following 
table  show  the  number  of  visits  paid  in  both  districts  into  which  the 
Borough  is  divided,  to  these  infants,  young  children,  and  mothers  : —

Four  hundred  and  seventy  seven  (74  per  cent)  were  found  to  be  breast- 
ed, 95  (01  15  Pei  cent)  partly  breast-fed,  and  77  (or  11  per  cent)  not 
bi  east-fed  at  all.  Breast  fed  in  this  connection  means  that  the  infants 
were  entirely  fed  at  the  breast  for  their  first  six  months. 

111311  instances  (48  per  cent)  u comforters  ” were  used  continually, 
and  in  76  instances  occasionally. 

In  only  one  instance  was  a bottle  with  a long  tube  found  to  be  in 
use,  and  that  only  during  the  night.  Five  children  were  spoon  fed. 

In  addition  to  children  bom  in  1919,  376  children  born  in  1918 
were  visited  in  1919,  the  number  of  visits  paid  to  these  being  977. 

Cm  e of  the  Expectant  Mo  they — Anie-natal  Clinic. — This  very 
impoi  taut  pai  t ol  the  work  cannot  yet  be  said  to  be  in  a satisfactory 
position.  It  is  work  which  primarily  devolves  upon  the  attendant  at  the 
bn  th  ol  the  child,  and  theiefoie  upon  Doctors  and  Midwives.  At  present 
the  greatest  barrier  to  the  effective  care  of  the  expectant  mother  is  the  fact 
that  a very  large  proportion  of  women  do  not  engage  either  Doctor  or 
Midwife  until  a compaiatively  short  time  before  the  date  of  confinement. 
Matters  are  however  improving  in  this  respect,  while  011  the  part  of  the 
doctors  and  midwives  there  is  now  a greater  realisation  of  the  need  for  the 
care  of  the  expectant  mothei  with  a view  to  the  removal  of  conditions 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  mother  and  child.  The  opening  of 
an  Ante-natal  Clinic  in  the  current  year  should  be  a great  advance  and 
will  provide  a centre  to  which  midwives  will  be  able  to  bring  patients  for 
advice.  In  addition  to  consultations  with  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge, 
and  home  visitations  by  the  midwives,  the  Clinic  should  bring  within  its 
scope  work  of  an  educational  character,  e.g.  instruction  in  the  hygiene  of 
piegnancy,  mothei  craft,  the  making  of  baby  garments,  all  specially  useful 
to  the  young  mother  ; the  provision  of  milk,  or  if  necessary  meals  ; and 
dental  treatment.  Much  of  this  work  has  already  been  undertaken  at  the 
“Mothers  Schools,”  and  the  Town  Council  has  now  approved  a scheme  for 
dental  treatment.  Provision  has  already  been  made  for  the  complicated 
cases  and  fin  cases  occurring  in  homes  unsuitable  for  confinement,  at 
Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  including  consultations  and  the  provision  of 
hospital  beds  when  required. 

I hei  e is  100m  also  for  something  different  from  hospital  beds,  in  the 
shape  of  a Maternity  Home  for  people  of  modest  means.  At  present 
this  is  a class  quite  unprovided  for  in  this  way,  although  there  is  an 
undoubted  need  for  some  provision  to  be  made. 

Home  Helps.  These  are  women  who  are  engaged  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  a home  at  a time  when  by  reason  of  illness  or  confinement,  the 
mother  is  unable  to  perform  her  usual  household  duties. 

In  1918  six  women  who  had  been  doing  this  work  on  their  own 
account  leceived  some  training  from  the  “Health  League”  through  Mrs 
Weekes,  and  the  Town  Council  authorised  the  payment  of  £1  per  head 
per  annum  for  a number  not  exceeding  fifteen  women  on  condition  that 
they  underwent  a course  of  training  given  by  the  Health  League. 

Only  foui  of  the  women  are  now  available  and  it  is  proposed  to  train 
others  for  this  work.  Several  members  of  the  V.A.Ds.  are  also  taking  up 
this  work  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  form  the  nucleus  of  a voluntary  body  of 
home  helps  whose  seivice  will  be  available  in  times  of  emergency  such  as 
arose  during  the  influenza  outbreak  of  1918 — 19. 
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Infant  Consultations . — There  are  four  Consultation  Centres  which  arc 
open  once  a week,  where  infants,  young  children  up  to  school  age  and 
their  mothers  attend.  These  centres  are  provided  and  managed  by  the 
Cambridge  Association  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  the  Medical  and 
Health  Visiting  staff  being  provided  by  the  Corporation.

Distribution  of  Milk  from  Infant  Consultation  Centres . — For  several 
years  dried  milk  has  been  sold  at  the  Infant  Consultation  Centres  for  the 
use  of  infants  and  young  children  and  nursing  mothers.  The  prices 
charged  have  varied  from  time  to  time,  but  the  actual  wholesale  price 
has  never  been  exceeded,  while  in  certain  cases  this  has  been  reduced  or 
the  milk  given  free.  The  prices  charged  at  present  are  2/2  per  lb.  where 
there  are  not  more  than  two  children,  and  1/10  where  there  are  over  two 
children  in  the  family. 

The  Town  Council,  since  October  IQ17,  has  paid  the  difference 
between  the  cost  and  the  actual  price  paid  at  the  Centres  up  to  gd.  per  lh. 

The  total  amount  of  dried  milk  used  at  the  Centres  in  1919  was 
6404  lbs,  and  the  amount  paid  by  the  Town  Council  for  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  1920,  was  ^'129  13s.  4b. 

Miawives  Act. — The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  under  the  Midwives  Act,  but  on  a representation  being  made 
by  the  Town  Council  that  it  would  complete  and  render  more  efficient 
the  work  of  that  Council  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  the  County  Council  delegated  certain  powers  and  duties  to  the 
Town  Council,  as  follows 

1.  General  supervision  over  all  registered  midwives  practising'  within  the 
Borough  of  Cambridge  including  (a)  the  reception  of  notification  from  midwives 
of  having  advised  calling  in  medical  help,  deaths,  still  births,  laying  out  the 
dead,  arid  liability  to  be  a source  of  infection  ; ( b ) the  routine  inspection  of  the 
midwife’s  register  of  cases,  bag  of  appliances,  etc.,  and  place  of  residence; 
(c)  the  investigation  of  the  midwife’s  mode  of  practice  with  special  inspections 
and  enquiries  as  occasion  requires. 

2.  The  suspension  (in  consultation  with  the  County  Medical  Officer)  from 
practice  of  a midwife  if  such  suspension  appears  necessary  in  order  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  infection. 

These  powers  and  duties  shall  be  exercised  subject  to  the  following 
conditions  : — 

The  investigation  of  charges  of  malpractice,  negligence  and  misconduct  are 
reserved  to  the  County  Council. 

All  inspections  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  his 
Assistant,  or  by  a fully  trained  nurse  with  C.M.B.  certificate,  under  his 
direction.  The  services  of  the  County  Inspector  of  Midwives  should,  where 
practicable,  be  made  use  of  for  an  inspection  otherwise  than  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health, 
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There  are  at  present  15  Midwives  in  practice  in  Cambridge,  and  all 
t ic  iouline  inspections  required  by  the  Rules  of  the  Midwives  Board  are 
nu’de  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  the  County  Inspector  of 
Mid  wives  (Miss  Bills). 

The  following  notifications  from  Midwives  were  received  during  the 
) eai  . Still  Biiths  12  ; Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  2 ; Sending  for  Medical 
Help  53  ; Laying  out  Dead  Body  2. 

HOUSING. 

An  estimate  of  the  housing  needs  of  Cambridge  was  supplied  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  1919  and  showed 

1.  The  number  of  working  class  houses  required  to  meet  the  un- 
satisfied demand  to  be  450  to  500  at  once,  and  100  per  annum  each 
year  after. 

2.  The  number  required  to  replace  dwellings  unfit  for  habitation  to 

be  141. 

3.  The  number  requiring  repair  to  remedy  serious  defects  to  be  121. 

To  meet  this  deficiency  various  proposals  have  been  considered  of 
which  the  most  promising  appear  to  be:  1.  The  site  in  Cherryhinton 
known  as  the  Avenues  site  of  seventeen  acres.  This  site  together  with 
the  lay  out  and  types  of  houses  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  It  has  the  advantage  of  having  already  in  existence  roads  running 
through  it  together  with  sewers  and  water  and  gas  mains.  The  number 
of  houses  proposed  for  this  site  is  113. 

2.  A site  in  Chesterton  of  27  acres  has  been  approved  by  the  Housino- 
Commissioner  but  has  not  advanced  beyond  this  step  yet. 

3.  Twenty  houses  in  Stanley  Road  are  in  course  of  erection. 

It  is  proposed  also  to  build  eighteen  houses  in  Garlic  Row,  Newmarket 
Road. 


Temporary  housing  accommodation.— In  the  autumn  of  1919  the 
buildings  of  the  First  Eastern  General  Hospital  were,  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Mimstiy  of  Health,  obtained  as  a matter  of  emergency  to  relieve 
the  very  serious  position  caused  by  the  lack  of  houses  in  the  Town.  The 
buildings  aie  being  converted  into  dwellings  of  three  types,  viz.  : 

Type  A.  Thiee  blocks  of  tenements  or  “sets”  providing  12  two- 
roomed  “sets'’  and  3 three-roomed  “sets.” 

Type  B.  Ten  blocks  providing  10  two-roomed  and  70  three-roomed 

“sets.” 

Type  C.  Five  blocks  with  30  tenements  of  four  rooms  each. 

The  weekly  rentals  are  for  two  rooms,  8/6  ; for  three  rooms,  10 lb  • 
and  for  four  rooms,  12/6;  inclusive  of  rates,  water  (hot  & cold!  one 
electric  light  to  each  “ home,”  and  the  use  of  baths  and  wash-house,  certain 

storage  accommodation  and  service  in  connection  with  the  sanitary  blocks 
which  are  used  in  common.

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Airangements  can  also  be  made  for  sets  of  five  or  six  rooms  if 
required.

Type  A.  Living  room,  20  ft  by  12  ft.

j . ^ie  partition  walls  between  the  separate  tenements  are  formed  by 
2|r  in.  cement  slabs,  and  the  partitions  between  the  living  and  bediooms 
of  4 in.  asbestos  sheeting  on  a wooden  frame. 

Each  liv  ing  mom  is  provided  with  a small  cooking  range  placed  on  a 
raised  cement  hearth  with  an  iron  smoke  flue. 

The  fiist  pait  of  the  scheme  provided  for  134  tenements  and  utilises 

°^\\(  ie  24  hospital  wards.  There  is  thus  room  for  extension 

should  the  demand  for  accommodation  require  it. 

The  first  tenant  entered  into  occupation  on  December  13th,  1919, 
an  at  _ t e piesent  time  (July,  1920)  there  are  194  tenements  in 
occupation,  housing  a total  of  417  persons. 

The  whole  scheme  will  provide  212  tenements,  but  as  the  number 
o applicants  is  now  242,  it  is  obvious  that  there  is  urgent  need  for 
expedition  with  the  permanent  schemes. 

In  December,  1919,  Mr  Pitstow,  the  Superintendent  of  the  temporary 
ousmg  scheme,  presented  the  following  statistics  showing  the  number  of 
applications  received  at  that  time,  the  accommodation  asked  for,  and  the 
leasons  given  by  applicants  for  requiring  the  accommodation.

FOOD  SUPPLIES 


There  are  now  25  Slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  12  Licensed  and 
13  Registered.  Six  of  the  licensed  and  7 of  the  registered  premises  are 
in  good  or  fairly  good  condition.  Most  of  the  slaughtering  is  done  in  12 
slaughterhouses  and  in  1919  amounted  to  2753  cattle,  17,773  sheep, 
5^35  pigs,  and  1386  calves.  About  one  quarter  of  the  cattle  and  nearly 
all  the  sheep  together  with  about  90  per  cent  of  the  calves  were  slaughtered 
in  the  “Government”  slaughterhouse  (Messrs.  Warrington  & Sons), 
while  50  per  cent,  of  the  pigs  were  killed  at  Mr  Winton  Smith’s  premises.

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Up  to  the  beginning  of  December,  1919,  all  animals  in  poor  condition 
from  any  cause  (“casualty”  cattle)  were  brought  to  the  Government 
Slaughterhouse  for  inspection  before  distribution,  the  average  being  about 
two  weekly.  From  that  time,  when  control  was  removed,  casualties  have 
practically  vanished,  and  the  question  arises  as  to  the  fate  of  this  inferior 
meat,  for  it  is  pretty  safe  to  assume  that  it  is  finding  a market  somewhere. 
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The  need  for  a Public  Slaughter-house. — 'The  experience  gained  during 
the  war  has  shown  very  clearly  the  advantage  to  the  public  of  centralising 
slaughtering.  It  facilitates  inspection  and  gives  reasonable  assurance 
that  only  sound  meat  is  used  for  food.  Under  the  old  system  this 
is  practically  impossible.

Contamination : —The  handling  and  distribution  ol  food  and  its 
exposure  in  open  shops,  many  of  which  are  situated  in  busy  thoroughfares, 
are  common  sources  of  contamination.  It  is  a common  sight  to  see  meat 
and  bread  conveyed  in  open  carts  and  on  bicycles  without  any  covering, 
while  milk  is  handled  in  a fashion  which  makes  cleanliness  impossible. 
There  has  been  quite  a noticeable  increase  in  the  amount  of  dirt  found  in 
milk  although  it  must  in  justice  to  dairymen  be  admitted  that  this  is 
partly  due  to  their  being  unable  to  obtain  sufficient  satisfactory  labour. 
Cleanliness  in  these  matters  is  largely  a matter  of  education  and  if  the 
public  desire  it  they  must  he  prepared  not  only  to  demand  it  hut  also  to 
pay  for  it.  It  is  only  a few  years  ago  that  a leading  firm  of  bakers  in  this 
town  asked  their  customer^  if  they  wished  to  have  their  bread  wrapped  in 
paper  and  stated  that  they  were  prepared  to  do  this  free  of  cost.  Only 
three  replied  that  the)  wished  to  have  this  done. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  now  only  seven  common  lodging  houses  as  compared  with 
ten  in  pre-war  times,  making  a total  reduction  of  96  in  the  number  of 
beds.  In  spite  of  this  the  accommodation  still  seems  to  be  in  excess  of 
the  actual  requirements.
